Government officials and farmers in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan are fighting a grasshopper plague 
that threatens widespread damage unless checked, 
while the Government of Alberta has the machinery 
in readiness to start operations also in the southern 
districts of this province should the need arise. 

Fortunately the weather is also fighting the 
hoppers. Like the cutworms, they do not thrive | 
on wet land. The general rains with which the 
western crops have been stimulated have also had 
the effect of discouraging these pests. 

Farmers in central and northern Alberta enjoy 
comparative immunity from these destroyers be- 
cause of the more ample rainfall here. That is an 
added reason why the land in this favored section 
should not be stripped entirely of the trees and 
brush which nature has provided as an agency to 
increase rainfall and preserve moisture. 

It is an equally good reason rs in the 
dry belt should proceed, despite the present favor- 
able season, to set out trees, and stop draining 
sloughs.

Speaking at London, Ont., he proclaimed his un- 
shaken faith in the exclusion of imports as a way | 
to induce prosperity. It takes assurance to do that 
with imports shut out more rigorously than ever 
before and more idle men in the country than ever | 
before. If boosting the tariff didn't cause added 
unemployment it obviously has not cured the evil, 
and is not curing it. But there is to be no relaxation, 
the Premier says. 

On another point the Premier was equally 
definite, There is to be no inflation of the currency 
Which presumably means that Canada is to stay on | 


the gold standard, in theory, and nothing but the 
gold standard. Hon. H. H. Stevens, and a good 
many other people, who would make silver a com- 
panion metal with gold, will be interested in that. 

This at least clears the air on the eve of the 
Imperial economic conference. Mr. Bennett has 
told us plainly what he will not do. He will not 
reduce the tariff, and he will not adopt a managed 
currency. Whether right or wrong, that is plain. 

What remains is for the Premier to say what he 
does propose to do. How is he going to get tariff 
concessions from the other Dominions without 
granting tariff concessions to them? And how is he 
going to keep those two year old promises to set 
the idle men at work if there is to be neither a 
modification of the tariff nor an enlargement of the 
money supply? 

Negatives are all very well, but people can't eat 
them. If the Premier has anything to offer in the 
way of constructive alternatives for these sugges- 
tions he owes it to the country—and not less to his 
party—to let it be known what they afe.

Is there one law for the Doukhobors and another 
for moral degenerates? 

On the same day that the press of western Can- 
ada announced the wholesale sentencing of some 
British Columbia Doukhobors for appearing in the 
nude, six moral degenerates appeared in the Regina 
police court on a somewhat similar charge. 

I had started to write “analogous” where I put 
“similar” in the previous paragraph, but there is 
nothing analogous in the two offences.

The nudity of the Dukhobors is confined to their 
own colonies and is practiced as a religious sym- 
bol when undergoing persecution, as they have 
been doing of late. It is a symbol of being naked 
of rights. It is also practiced on occasions when 
they see formations of clouds in the sky, which leads 
them to believe that the Son of God is coming in 
fulfilment of His promise. They appear naked to 
greet Him, stripped of possessions and in Garden 
of Eden innocence, and remain so till the clouds go, 
and hope of their Saviour'’s coming has gone. 

Credulous as they appear to some of us who are 
not Christians, and to others who do not take the 
Scripture so literally as the Doukhobors, their 
occasional reversions to nudity are in obedience to 
religious impulse. 

There is no commercialised vice among the 
Dukhobors as we know it in the Christian cities of 
Canada. They do not sparkle with sex-appeal. I 
imagine few things would have a more chilling 
effect than the sight of a nude Douk-male or female. 
I take the word of some of the lively youths from 


the R.C.M.P. for that.

But the nudity of the Regina sextette was of 
quite a different character. According to news- 
paper reports they had all taken part in liquor and 
nudity party at a studio. They were a married 
man of 28, a single man of 26 and four young 
women, one of them married (not to the male 
defendant). 

After the orgy of liquor and undity, these de- 
generates thought it would “add a little spice to 
the party” if they took photographs of each other 
in immoral poses. 

The police found a number of copies of these 
photographs and traced them, with the result that 
the arrests were made.

Can anyone conjure up a more disgusting of- 
fence than this. Not content with their private 
booze and nudity party,—one of them, a college girl 
of sixteen—they made pictures which as ihe mag- 
istrate said “only indicate plain depravity on the 
part of the person making them. There is not a 
single redeeming feature about them”. 


Is there a more dangerous and contemptible 
type of degenerate than the man who takes filthy 
pictures for the purpose of gloating over the sub- 
jects and passing the disgusting prints around. 
There are men with minds like sewers who would 
despise that. 

To the credit of the young married woman be 
it said that she was so drunk (according to her 
story) that she didn’t appreciate what the men were 
inducing her to do. When she heard that the 
pictures were being circulated, she tried ineffectu- 
ally to get the negatives from one of the men. 


You will be interested to learn how the law, 
which tears Doukhobor children from the breasts 
of their mothers, allows Doukhobor lands and 
buildings to go to ruin, and sends men, women and 
youths to the penitentiary for three years, for “un- 
dressing to meet God”, dealt with these degenerates. 

The ringleader, the married man who had taken 
the immoral photographs, was given a month in 
jail and fined $100. 

The second man, who had staged the drunken 
party and assisted in taking the immoral photo- 
graphs, was fined $25 on the liquor charge, and a 
month in jail with a further fine of $25 for taking 
the immoral photographs. 

The married woman, who had brought the 16- 
year-old college girl with her to the party, was 
fined $100. 

The two other young women who posed in the 
picture were fined $20 each. The 16-year-old giri 
was given a suspended sentence. 


How justice can justify three years penitentiary 
trems and financial ruin on the Doukhobors whose 
offence has (to them) a religious mandate, and is 
admittedly devoid of immorality, with the brief 
sentences and easy fines imposed on these six de- 
generates, whose nudity was aggravated by a 
drunken debauch and by the taking of immoral 
pictures, is more than my simple sense of logic 
can comprehend. 

Perhaps some of the advocates of severity for 
the Doukhobors will enlighten me.
